depths. 


A graduate with honors- from 


the1 University 
of Maryland, 


Vera Mae discovered 
similari- 


ties between Turkey and her 
home state. Both produce large 
crops of tobacco and while' liv- 
ing several weeks in the Turkish 
tobacco region, Vera Mae ob- 
served, "When dried the best 
grade is about two inches long 
and" rows of it can be seen 
strung outside town homes or in 
the village farms. The best of 
the three grades sells for about 
93 cents a pound"^compared 
with 83 cents here. 


Another likeness, the daughter 


of Mr. and'Mrs. Fred C. Ernst 
noted is that "the Turkish peo- 
ple are a mixture of nationali- 
'ties and cultures and the Turks 
don't look too different from 
Americans. "Physical features 
are not the things most noticed 
however. Their hospitality and 
generosity 
are overwhelming, 


while their national pride is tre- 
mendous," she has reported. 


Impressed with the popularity 


of pistachio nuts, she says they 
are the chief source of income 
in southern Turkey where the 
temperature soars above 100 de- 
grees, as well as the main cause 
of weight gain by IFYE's de- 
lighting in "baklava" a sweet 
dessert made of these nuts, 
flake pastry, and honey. 


"Though it takes 12 to 15 


years for female trees to ma- 
ture, my host father used fer- 
tilizers to have his trees pro- 
duce in seven years. The yield 
of one good tree will gross $100, 
and last year Turkey exported 
$3 million of pistachio nuts to 
America." 


To keep the foxes from get- 


ting the 37 varieties of grapes— 
southern Turkey's second largest 
crop—the 13-year 4-H Club mem- 
ber reports, "Poisoned meat is 
put around the vines. But som&. 
times the meat disappears and 
the poison is left." 


While staying in Adana, the 


cotton capital dubbed the "Texas 
of Turkey," Vera Mae agreed, 
"It has the biggest farms, the 
most machinery, the best in- 
comes and the tallest tales." 


Occasional longings for home 


are satisfied by pizza, carbon- 
ated beverages and a movie. 
(I dor't think our best films and 
recorded music are always ex- 
ported.") 


The most popular entertain- 


ment for the villagers is visiting 
at home, in parks, on picnics, 
and at the sea. "Sometimes it 
is hard to determine who are 
members of one family because 
of 
(he 
frequent 
presence of 


neighbors." 


Vera MM, who majored in 


home economics and minored in 
journalism and public relations 
while a leader in many univer- 
sity and church activities in- 
cluding Mortar Board — the 
senior women's honor sty, said, 
"I'm learning to take time a 
littie less seriously here. There 
always seems to be enough days 
to get the necessary done."

The 
general long has- been hostile to the UN 
presence and is extremely sensitive to charges 
his troops are not capable of maintaining order 
at least as well as UN forces have. The premier's 
relations with the UN command have deterior- 
ated to the point where he has refused to receive 
the UN commanding officer for months. 


In sharp contrast to Adoula's attitude of a 


few months ago, when the premier asked the 
UN to postpone the original. departure date of 


, January 1 for six months, virtually no support' 


can be found in the Congo today for a new 
extension. 


Only slightly better prepared for full inde- 


pendence today than it was at the beginning 
of 'the year, the Congolese central government 
nevertheless is determined to assume the reins 
of full authority. Whether it is also prepared 
to assume full responsibility for a constitutional 
government is a question to be answered-after 
July 1.

Inside Track On Cuba 


The 'Republican .Critical Issues Council, headed by

While I have n« meant of knowing what goes 


oa in Lyndon Johnson's mind when he thinks about 
Castro, I do kaow that anti-Castro forces have bad 
easier access to "Johnson men" in the White House 
than they ever had to Kennedy men. 
Last fall, the 


Cuban refugees were entirely without hope; they 
were even talking about forming a "Cubans for 
Goldwater" committee. But this sort of rebellion 
has died down. Now there are stories, no doubt 
leaked by CIA people, that underground activity 
will soon move from a clandestine phase to a more 
open one inside Cuba, and that the U. S. will look 
the other way as supplies are dropped to them 
from the air or smuggled in over the beaches. 


This may be pure rumor, but it stands to reason. 


But when will anything decisive really begin to happen? 
The question of dealing with Castro, given Lyndon 
Johnson's habit of moving only after all the hazards 
have been counted, will certainly be one of timing. The

Department, ever 
timorous, 
worries about 


Khrushchev's attitude. 
The big fear of John F. 


Kennedy was that Khrushchev might counter in Berlin 
if anything were to be done about Castro in Cuba, 
and. there was reason for this fear. However, since 
the missile crisis the Russians have had to reckon 
with the peasant's agricultural slow-down, the rupture 
of good relations with Red China, and the seething 
unrest in East Europe, which has forced Khurshchev's 
switch to "goulash" diplomacy. Khrushchev is not in 
a position to adventure anywhere.

What the Republicans are up against in their

Jury Trial Amendment Needs Serious Study 


WASHINGTON - .'What's the 


"jury trial amendment" to the 
"civil1 rights" 'bill all about? On 
its face it;seems,td be a question 
of whether a person who could 
be put in jail on a charge of .con- 
tempt of. court should have the 
•right to trial by'jury. Would a 
person prefer to have judgment 
passed on him by a jury of 12 
citizens or by just one individual 
—a judge? 


This is not an easy question to 


answer. For sometimes, a jury is 
not able to understand the fine 
points of the law and may make 
a mistake, whereas a judge who 
is familiar With all the intricacies 
of the statutes would presumably 
do a better- job — though often 
some judges seem to be politically 
minded. 


Basically, the whole controversy 


arises now in connection 
with 


"civil rights" because -of a fear 
that juries in the south may not 
administer justice as it should be. 
But the legislation pending in the 
Senate is designed, to cover citi- 
zens in all parts-ST the country, 
and to secure justice for 'every- 
body — not Just people in one 
section. 


What constitutes 
"contempt"? 


It involves disobedience of an or- 
der issued by the court or else 
misbehavior inside a courtroom. 
There seems to be universal ac- 
ceptance of the-idea that any dis- 
order inside a .courtroom should 
be punished by the judge without 
any jury trial. There is a distinct 
difference of opinion, however, as 
to what should be. done with re- 
spect to disobedience .of a court 
order outside the courtroom. 


The issue as it is being de- 


bated in Congress is a very ser- 
ious one. It is something that 
ought to be given many months 
of deliberation instead of just a 
few days. It strikes at the root 
of the American system of justice. 
The Constitution says plainly in 
three separate provisions: 


1. '"The trial of all crimes, ex- 


cept in cases of impeachment, 
shall be by jury."

2. "In all criminal prosecutions, 


the accused shall enjoy the right 
to a speedy and public trial, by 
an impartial jury of the state 
and district wherein the crime 
shall have been committed." 


3. ."In. suits at common law, 


where .the value in controversy 
shall exceed twenty dollars, the 
right of trial by jury shall be 
preserved." 


But the courts have arbitrarily 


tried to define a .."crime" in dif- 
ferent ways. As recently as last 
year in the proceedings for crimi- 
nal 
contempt • against Governor 


Barnett of Mississippi, the Su- 
preme Court by a 5-to-4 vote de-" 
cided against the request for a 
jury trial. Chief Justice Warren 
and Justices Black, Goldberg and 
Douglas dissented. In his opinion, 
Justice Black wrote: 


"I think that this doctrine that 


a judge has inherent power to 
make himself prosecutor; jjudge 
and 
jury 
seriousiy'~"eiR*riBa~ches 


upon the constitutional right to 
trial by jury and should be re- 
pudiated." 


But, in spite of these views ex- 


pressed by the "liberal" justices, 
most of the "liberals" in the Sen- 
ate will vote instead of repudiate 
the words of the Constitution. 


There is a popular impression, 


moreover, that jail sentences are 
imposed only in the case of 
"criminal contempt," but actual- 
ly an individual may go to jail 
in a "civil contempt" case as 
well. 


Criminal contempt usually re- 


sults in punishment of the de- 
fendant by a fine or imprison- 
ment, in a definite amount and for 
a definite time. Under the "civil 
right j" bill passed by the House, 
the judge would be able to try 
a criminal contempt case without 
a jury and impose sentence in cer- 
tain instances where the fine was 
to be $300 or less or where the im- 
prisonment is 45 days or less. But

$10 will get 250 bumper stickers 
or 100 large campaign buttons; 
$25 will pay for four days of wire 
news service to keep headquar- 
ters abreast of happenings in pol- 
itics, government and the world; 
$50 will purchase 250 glossy pho- 
tos of their hero; $75 means a 
one-minute spo£ commercial. 


If you want to get really big 


about it, $1,000 wii pay for one 
week's cost of printing and mail- 
ing of "The Freedom. Special," 
the four-page Goldwater-for-Pres- 
ident newsletter. 


an individual also can be jailed 
in a civil contempt case. Whether 
a person is in jail for civil con- 
tempt for criminal contempt, it 
is just as much a punishment or 
disgrace. One prominent lawyer 
wrote to this correspondent the 
other day: 


"It will make little difference 


to the defendant whether he is in 
jail on a charge of civil or crim- 
inal contempt as long as he is, 
in fact, in jail. The court can 
simply leave him there until he 
complies with its order. Or it can 
levy a conditional fine which he 
will have to pay if he does not 
comply and still be in contempt. 
Or it can fine him so much a day 
until he does comply. Or it can 
do all of these things. These are 
examples of civil contempt cases 
where a jury is not available. 


"Decisions' of American courts 


make 'it clear that there is no 
right to trial by jury in civil con- 
tempts. That will continue to be 
the law until some staiule chang- 
es it. 


"The 
jury trial 
amendment, 


. whatever its form may take, is 


an illusion as long as it is con- 
fined b criminal contempt. If the 
proponents of the bill want to 
make a concession, the amend- 
ment must include both civil and 
criminal 
contempt. 
This, 
of 


course, should not include con- 
tempts committed in the immedi- 
ate presence of the court." 


So it is evident that-neither side 


is all wrong or all right on this 
issue and that serious considera- 
tion should be given to the whole 
matter because it involves a pre- 
cedent of far-reaching 
import- 


ance. It is just one of a number 
of "civil rights" measures that 
are being rushed through Con- 
gress because of political pres- 
sures and intimidation 'by threats 
of violence or street demonstra- 
tions. This is not the proper way 
to enact legislation dealing with 
fundamental principles of justice.

What the German press and 


critics of the United Slates played 
up. however, was not this pledge, 
but the very sound advice John- 
son gave Editor Hagen about 
peace, 


"We want to examine every 


avenue for peace," he advised. 
"I told that to 'your Chancellor 
(Ludwig Erhard) when he was 
over here right after Christmas. 
I told him, 'Ask yourselves what 
you should do to improve relations 
with the Russians.' 
I am not 


trying to advise you. 
But re- 


member the Russians are nervous 
about you. You can understand 
why. 
So examine your relations 


and see how they can be im- 
proved." 


Johnson also said that relations 


between the Russians and the 
United States were never better, 
that he had exchanged several 
letters with Khrushchev, and he

Bonn. 


This is not going to be easy.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa - The., 


city sits like a sardonyx stone.;; 
mounted in'an emerald ring.-Qn 
one side is a valley so rich that 
the soil is like devil's food cake 
and the shade of the old trees 
softens the sparkle of the Iowa 
River. Here, in a place called 
Amana, pure' Communism was 
tried before Karl Marx wrote Das 
Kapital. 


A group of Germans, led by 


Mr. Christian Metz of Buedlngen, 
had broken from the Lutheran 
Church and had come to Amer- 
ica to seek the utmost in simple 
Christian life. They believed that 
some men are inspired by God, 
and they called themselves In- 
spirationists. Buffalo, New York, 
was their first stop, but it was too 
materialistic, so they found this 
valley in Iowa and moved a thou- 
sand people into it. 


It was called Amana, a word 


from the Song of Solomon, which 
means to "remain true.1' Metz 
and his industrious Germans de- 
sired to remain true to the sim- 
plicity of Christ, to live apart 
from the rest of the world in stark 
piety. The elders formed a group 
called The Amana Society, and 
incorporated it in 1855. 


In time, Amana prospered and 


had 25,000 acres and seven vil- 
lages along the river bank. No 
man was paid for his work; each 
one labored for all. The crops 
were good, the cattle were fat. 
The trustees of the corporation 
gave money to a man who had 
•to have- a doctor, or a dentist, 
and 
it doled out 
money 
for 


clothing. 


A woolen mill was built; a flow- 


ing stream was dug from the 
river to the mill and Amana har- 
nessed the water at a little wa- 
terfall. They baked 
their own 


bread on hearths, built their own 
slaughter house, opened butcher 
shops and general stores. Each 
family was ordered to live in a 
given village, a given 
house. 


There were no kitchens and no 
living rooms in these houses — 
just sleeping quarters. 


The 
communal kitchens fed 


everyone, and everyone was well 
fed. 
In good 
times 
and 
bad, 


Amanaites ate about five meals 
per day, and averaged 4,800 cal- 
ories per person. The people were 
plump and old-fashioned. When a 
boy became serious about a girl, 
the trustees moved them as far 
apart as possible — seven miles. 
The boy was then told that if he 
truly loved the girl, he would not 
mind sweating in the fields all 
day, and walking seven miles to 
see her at night. 


The elders believed' that love 


could survive this ordeal for one 
year. If it did, the elders sanc- 
tioned marriage. The girl dressed 
in black; so did the boy, and they 
touched the palms of their right 
hands together before the elders' 
table in the temple. Words of 
marriage were pronounced over 
theu. 


Divorce is unheard of among the 


Amanaitei. So is crime. In 109 
years, there has never been a 
murder, a rape, a felonious as- 
uuH or a holdup. Juvenile delin- 
quency is nipped in the bod in 
school. Discipline is important t* 
adults as well M children. Th*' 


people never had a crucifix in 


.r their'church, never listened to 
music i,«xcept. the gutteral sound 
of their own hymns. They worked 
hard, and obeyed their Elders. ' 


The food they ate consisted ot 


seven main dishes, one for each 
day of the week. They cured ham* 
Westphalian style, and bacon too. 
They even made their own furni- 
ture of native cherrywood. Th« 
elders laid down 24 rules for 
Amana living, and everyone had 
to live those rules or face ex- 
communication in church. 


The community protected every- 


one from the cradle to the grav*. 
The Amana cemetery, on a hill. 
side, is screened by huge pines. 
The headstones are all of one size. 
People are buried chronologically, 
by date of death. Families are not 
buried together. The entire plan 
was Christian Communism, exe- 
cuted perfectly. 


It died a violent death in 1933.' 


There was a depression.The neigh- 
boring city of Cedar Rapids began 
to flaunt its cars and radios at 
Amana. The young members be- 
came restive. Forty-seven of tht 
younger men appeared before the 
elders and demanded 
a new 


corporation, a hybrid of socialism 
and capitalism. They called it 
"cooperative." The elders were 
forced to surrender. The total 
worth of Amana was only $2,500,- 
000 after 77 years of work, and 
the population was only 1,400. 
Many members had left because 
they felt that Communism was too 
harsh. 
. I walked through an Amana 
village today. It was warm and 
the trees are in leaf again. Tht 
fields are tilled. Amana has so. 
cialized medicine, dentistry, fu. 
nerals and hospitalization. Th« 
big industries are still owned by 
the corporation. But the peoplt 
live as capitalists." 


The houses are now individual 


family homes. The men keep what 
they earn. Television antennas 
grow 
from 
chimneys. Radio* 


enunciate Rock 
'n 
Roll. Th« 


young people drive roadsters. 
Drinking and smoking is permit- 
led. Under capitalism, the corp. 
oration is now worth $16,400,00».

Withd rawal 
Day Nears 


In less than two mo nths the United Natio ns 
fo rce no w in the Co ngo will withdraw, clo sing 
o ne o f the mo st bizarre and inhuman chapters 
ev er written by an emerging co untry . While 
sighing with relief at the ex it o f UN tro o ps, 
many o bserv ers are also wo ndering if the nex t 
chapter in Co ngo independence might be just 
^ 
as chao tic. 
The departure o f the remaining 4 ,2 0 0 UN 
tro o ps will be mo re the result o f numero us 
pressures than a signal that the missio n has 
been acco mplished. The 35 ,0 0 0 -man Co ngo lese 
army is ill-trained, ill-led and wo rst o f all, ill- 
disciplined. 
Whether it can successfully replace, the 
small UN fo rce as the keeper o f the peace is 
do ubtful. But Premier Ado ula is co nfident it 
can, and so is General Mo butu, the army co m­ 
mander. 
Neither man has been particularly fo nd 
o f the autho rity o f the UN in the Co ngo . The 
general lo ng has been ho stile to the UN 
presence and is ex tremely sensitiv e to charges 
his tro o ps are no t capable o f maintaining o rder 
at least as well as UN fo rces hav e. The premier’s 
relatio ns with the UN co mmand hav e deterio r­ 
ated to the po int where he has refused to receiv e 
the UN co mmanding o fficer fo r mo nths. 
In sharp co ntrast to Ado ula’s attitude o f a 
few mo nths ago , when the premier asked the 
UN to po stpo ne the o riginal departure date o f 
January 1 fo r six mo nths, v irtually no suppo rt 
can be fo und in the Co ngo to day fo r a new 
ex tensio n. 
Only slightly better prepared fo r full inde­ 
pendence to day than it was at the beginning 
o f the y ear, the Co ngo lese central go v ernment 
nev ertheless is determined to assume the reins 
o f full autho rity . 
Whether it is also prepared 
to assume full respo nsibility fo r a co nstitutio nal 
go v ernment is a questio n to be answered after 
July 1 .

He even called Secretary of 
Jury Trial Amendment Needs Serious Study 


WASHINGTON - What’s 
the 
“jury trial amen d men t” to the 
“civil* rights” bill all about’ On 
its face it seems to be a question 
of whether a person who could 
be put in jail on a charge of con ­ 
tempt jf court should have the 
right to trial by jury . Would a 
person prefer to have jud gmen t 
pa.ssed on him by a jury of 12 
citizen s or by just on e in d ivid ual 
—a jud ge? 
This is n ot an easy question to 
an swer. For sometimes a jury is 
n ot able to un d erstan d the fin e 
poin ts of the law an d may make 
a mistake, whereas a jud ge who 
is familiar with all the in tricacies 
of the statutes would presumably 
d o a better job — though often 
some jud ges seem to be politically 
min d ed . 
Basically , the whole con troversy 
arises n ow in 
con n ection 
with 
“civil rights” because of a fear 
that juries in the south may n ot 
ad min ister ju.stice as it should be. 
But the legislation pen d in g in the 
Sen ate is d esign ed to cover citi­ 
zen s in all parts of the coun try 
an d to secure justice for every ­ 
bod y — n ot just people in on e 
section . 
W’hat con stitutes “con tempt"? 
It in volves d isobed ien ce of an or­ 
d er issued by the court or else 
misbehavior in sid e a courtroom. 
There seems to be un iversal ac­ 
ceptan ce of the id ea that an y d is­ 
ord er in sid e a courtroom should 
be pun ished by the jud ge without 
an y jury trial. There is a d istin ct 
d ifferen ce of opin ion , however, as 
to what should be d on e with re­ 
spect to d isobed ien ce of a court 
ord er outsid e the courtroom. 
The issue as it is bein g d e­ 
bated in Con gress is a very ser­ 
ious on e. It is somethin g that 
ought to be given man y mon ths 
of d eliberation in stead of just a 
few’ d ay s. It strikes at the root 
of the American sy stem of justice. 
The Con stitution say s plain ly in 
three separate provision s: 
1. 
“The trial of all crimes, ex­ 
cept in cases of impeachmen t, 
shall be by jury .”

2. “In all crimin al prosecution s, 
the accused shall en joy the right 
to a speed y an d public trial, by 
an impartial jury of the stale 
an d d istrict wherein 
the crime 
shall have been committed .” 
3. “In suits at common law, 
where the value in con troversy 
shall exceed twen ty d ollars, the 
right of trial by jury shall be 
preserved ,” 
But the courts have arbitrarily 
tried to d efin e a “crime” in d if­ 
feren t wa>s. .As recen tly as last 
y ear in the proceed in gs for crimi­ 
n al con tempt again st Govern or 
Barn ett of Mississippi, the Su­ 
preme Court by a 5-to-4 vote d e­ 
cid ed again st the request for a 
jury trial. Chief Justice Warren 
an d Justices Black, Gold berg an d 
Douglas d issen ted . In his opin ion . 
Justice Black wrote; 
“I thin k that this d octrin e that 
a jud ge has in heren t power to 
make him.self prosecutor, jud ge 
an d 
jury 
seriously 
en crtMiches 


upon the con stitution al right to 
trial by jury an d should be re­ 
pud iated .” 
But, in spite of these views ex­ 
pressed by the “liberal” justices, 
most of the “liberals” in the Sen ­ 
ate will vote in stead of repud iate 
the word s of the Con stitution . 
There is a popular impression , 
moreover, that jail .sen ten ces are 
imposed 
on ly 
in 
the case of 
“crimin al con tempt,’’ hut actual­ 
ly an in d ivid ual may go to jail 
in a “civil con tempt” case as 
well. 
Crimin al con tempt usually re­ 
sults in pun ishmen t of the d e­ 
fen d an t by a fin e or imprison ­ 
men t, in a d efin ite amoun t an d for 
a d efin ite time. Un d er the “civil 
r i g h t b i l l pas.sed by the House, 
the jud ge would be able to try 
a crimin al con tempt case without 
a jury an d impose sen ten ce in cer­ 
tain in stan ces where the fin e was 
to be $300 or less or where the im­ 
prison men t is 45 d ay s or less.

an in d ivid ual also can be jailed 
in a civil con tempt case. Whether 
a person is in jail for civil con ­ 
tempt for crimin al con tempt, it 
is just as much a pun ishmen t or 
d isgrace. On e promin en t lawy er 
wrote to this correspon d en t the 
other d ay : 
“ It will make little d ifferen ce 
to the d efen d an t whether he is in 
jaii on a charge of civil or crim­ 
in al con tempt as lon g as he is. 
in fact, in jail. 
The court can 
simply leave him there un til he 
complies with it.s ord er. Or it can 
levy a con d ition al fin e which he 
will have to pay if he d oes n ot 
comply an d still be in con tempt. 
Or it can fin e him so much a d ay 
un til he d oes comply . Or it can 
d o all of these thin gs. These are 
examples of civil con tempt cases 
where a jury is n ot available. 
“ Decision s of American courts 
make it clear that there is n o 
right to trial by jury in civil con ­ 
tempts. That will con tin ue to be 
the law un til some statute chan g­ 
es it. 
“The 
jury 
trial 
amen d men t, 
whatever its form may take, is 
an illusion as lon g as it is con ­ 
fin ed t ' crimin al con tempt. If the 
propon en ts of the bill wan t to 
make a con cession , the amen d ­ 
men t must in clud e both civil an d 
crimin al 
con tempt. 
This, 
of 
course, .should n ot in clud e con ­ 
tem pts committed in the immed i­ 
ate presen ce of the court.” 
So it is evid en t that* n either sid e 
is all wron g or all right on this 
issue an d that serious con sid era­ 
tion should be given to the whole 
m atter because it in volves a pre­ 
ced en t 
of 
far-reachin g 
import­ 
an ce. It is just on e of a n umber 
of “civil rights” measures that 
are bein g rushed through Con ­ 
gress liecause of political pre.s- 
sures an d in timid ation by threats 
of violen ce or street d emon stra­ 
tion s, This is n ot the proper way 
to en act legislation d ealin g with 
fun d amen tal prin ciples of justice.

McNeill Rangers Destroy 
B&O Shop At Piedmont 


Piedmont was destroyed and the 
railroad bridge across the Poto- 
mac River at Bloomington was 
burned 100 years ago yesterday 
by Capt. John Hanson McNeill 
and 61 of his Partisan Rangers. 


The Confederate guerillas es- 


caped unharmed and rode toward 
Moorefield, according to the May 


issue of The Valley Echo 


being published in observance of 
Lhe Civil War by the Potomac 
Edison Company. 


The captaLn and 51 of his rang- 


ers came into Piedmont the morn- 
ing of May 5, 1864 and left the 
other 10 men, commanded by 
Capt. John T. Pcercc, to guard 
the bridge, a 13-year-old span 
across the river a mile and a half 
from Piedmont; 


The rangers arrived at 
the 


bridge just in lime to watch a 
freight loaded with horses race 
across the river to safety. Cap- 
tain McNeill stopped 
the next 


easlbound train, climbed into the 
engine and held a pistol close to 
the engineer's head. 


The train moved slowly into 


town. Some of the rangers rode 
the train while others followed 
with the horses and arrived al- 
most unnoticed. 


Captain McNeill later told Con- 


federate Secretary of War James 
A. Seddon, the small garrison 
here "surrendered without resis- 
tence. 
We burned some seven 


large buildings filled 
with the,

machinery, engines and| 


railroad cars; burned nine rail- 
road engines, some 75 or -80 
burthen cars, and sent six engines
